What is believed to be the largest as 
well as the oldest 
rattle snake ever 
killed in this section of the state, met

Cameron, of Harrisburg. 
Mr. Zeigler is a resident of 
Phila 
delpbia now, and formerly was a well 
known agent for tire Mt. Holly Paper 
Company 
During the latter part of 
last week he had several men 
clear 
mg a large quantity of shrubbery and 
smaller growth 
from 
his land, aud 
several snakes were encountered and 
killed. 
Two were rattlers. 
After one was dispatched 
it was 
measured, and to the great astonish 
ment of these mountaineer workmen, 
the reptile totaled a length of Ave feet,
